Money Raised to Be Used For

San Bruno Has Placed Itself in Line 
With Other Progressing Localities—

General Satisfaction. 

A special election was held at San 
Bruno School House last Wednesday, 
at which the qualified electors of San 
Bruno Park School District voted on 
the question as to whether a tax to 
furnish additional school facilities 
should be levied. The total vote cast 
was 27, 19 of which were in favor of the 
tax, which was carried. The amount 
of money necessary to be raised by 
taxation for said purpose is $1000, 
which will be payable next November. 

School Trustee A. A. LoReaux, on 
being interviewed by a representative 
of The Enterprise, said: “East fall 
the Hensley Green Co.ofl'ered to donate 
three lots in San Bruno for school 
purposes provided a separate district 
was formed in that locality, independ¬ 
ent of the South San Francisco 
School District, which was done. In 
addition, Geo. Hensley subscribed 
$1000 for Hensley Green Go. to be used 
toward the erection of a new school 
house. Personal subscriptions for the 
same purpose are as follows: Geo. 
Hensley, $60, and $20 labor; Alfred T. 
Green, $60; Mason R.Smith, $50. The 
offer of the 1 lensley-Green Co. to donate 
three lots for school purposes was 
made to the Citizens’ Improvement 
Club of San Bruno in writing, which 
is on file and also entered on the 
minutes of the Club. 

“The $1000 to be raised is to be used 
exclusively in the support of the school 
such as teachers’ salaries, stationery, 
school books, etc., and no part of it 
for cancelling a debt which is still 
owing by the trustees for finishing the 
schoolhouse. 

“East May, when the school census 
was taken, there were a little over a 
hundred children of school age in the 
district. To-day there are over a hun¬ 
dred and fifty. 

“The result of the election on 
Wednesday gives general satisfaction 
throughout San Bruno Park School 
District.”

To Cost SI 60,000, Which is St. Michael’s Parish, Including 
Greatly in Excess of Original Ocean View, Colma and South 

Estimate—Will Be Built By a San Francisco, Will Spare No 

San Francisco Construction Pains in Making Affair Grand 
Company. j Success. 


The supervisors’ meeting last Monday 
proved to be important in that two 
bids were decided upon, the first for 
the construction of a concrete arch 
bridge over Corte Madera creek and 
the second for the construction of a 
new courthouse. 

John Savage was awarded the con¬ 
tract for the construction of the bridge 
over Corte Madera for $2350 with the 
agreement that he would furnish 
extra concrete at $12 a yard and com¬ 
plete the job in ninety working days. 

The J. J. O^Brien Construction Com¬ 
pany of San Francisco was awarded 
the contract for the new courthouse 
for $160,000, which was greatly in ex¬ 
cess of the originally estimated cost. 
Supervisor John MacBain of the fifth 
district objected strenuously to the 
awarding of the contract on the ground 
that money could be saved by having 
the work done under separate con¬ 
tracts. Glen Allen of San Francisco is 
the architect of the proposed new court 
house, which will be in the same loca¬ 
tion as the old one. 

The board has increased the number 
of saloon licenses in the county by 
twenty. At Monday’s meeting thir¬ 
teen new applications were received, 
six of them from the lirst district, 
which extends from the county line to 
South San Francisco. 

William J. Roche, of the Golden 
Gate athletic club, a partner of Jimmy 
Coff'roth, was granted a renewal of 
his permit to hold fights in the pavil¬ 
ion at Colma and the residents of 
that section ^are protesting. At the 
second reading of the permits, which 
will take place within a month, it is 
expected, these protests will be 
presented in a formal manner.

With 
the exceptions of prunes, apricots and 
asparagus reports show that the output 
is exceptionally fine, with an Flastern 
demand that exceeds former records. 
Prices are very high, and even in crops 
which are short producers will have 
best results. 

There is a dearth of labor in all 
agricultural districts, and thousands of 
people can find immediate employment 
at remunerative wages. Canneries 
and packing houses note great 
scarcity of help, notwithstanding a 
high wage that is being offered. 

Railway building, both steam and 
electric, is progressing rapidly in 
many parts of the State, many lines 
promising operation during the coming 
month. Wide development of the 
interior is promised through this con¬ 
struction, and with it a more intensive 
settlement through subdivision of 
large tracts into small farms, for which 
there is great demand.

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EXPRESSING THE BABY 


During the illness of Mrs. Dolittle, 
wife of Dan Dolittle, carpenter, her 
baby was in care of her sister in Rose- 
field, fifty miles away. At the moth¬ 
er’s recovery, the father having a job 
in Rosefield and not wishing to spend 
the time himself on the journey back, 
it occurred to him to send the child 
home under care of the baggageman of 
the train, whom he knew well. 

He found a little chest that would do 
very well for a traveling crib. His 
sister lined it with blankets, put a 
feather pillow in the bottom and when 
all was ready deposited the child. 
Dan put on a tag as a precaution in 
case the contents fell into other hands 
than the baggageman, addressing the 
chest to “ Mrs.Daniel Dolittle, Birkville. 
This Side Up With Care. Glass.” 
There was no prevarication in marking 
it glass, for the baby’s bottle was there 
ready for use. There were a flat hook 
and a staple to hold the lid down when 
closed, but it was not intended that 
the lid should be closed. Just before 
train time the father carried his baby 
to the station and turned it over to the 
baggagman, who received it willingly, 
set it on a trunk and put the nipple on 
the bottle into the youngster’s mouth. 

An hour later Dan Dolittle saw an 
“extra” announcing that a bridge had 
broken under the train on which he 
had sent his baby and let the first two 
cars into the river. He ran to the 
station and, getting on a relief train, 
went to the scene of the accident. 
The baggagman had been killed or 
drowned, and there was no sign of 
the baby. 

Dan worked all the afternoon moving 
trunks and hunting for his child’s 
body without avail. While he was at 
work his wife, who knew the baby was 
on the wrecked train, arrived, and he 
was obliged to announce to her that 
the child had doubtless been thrown 
out of the car door, which was open at 
the time of the accident, and buried 
under the car or heavy trunks at the 
bottom of the river. The poor woman 
was hysterical. Dan begged her to go 
home, but she would not till she knew 
something of the manner of her baby’s 
death. So he let her stay till the 
wreck had been removed, but as there 
were still no indications of what had 
become of the child husband and wife 
went to their desolate home broken 
hearted. 

A month passed without anydevelop- 
ments as to whether the baby had 
been crushed or drowned. This un¬ 
certainty worked upon the mother’s 
mind, and there was no comforting her. 
Had her child died in its bed she 
would doubtless have recovered from 
the shock in time. Rut she brooded 
over the poor little thing’s horrible 
taking oft'till Dan began to fear that 
he would have to send her to a 
sanitarium. 

• One morning there was a heavy rat¬ 
tle of wagon wheels on the street before 
the door and a sharp ring at the bell. 
Mrs. Dolittle answered the call, and 
an express wagon driver handed her a 
book and a pencil to sign for a pack¬ 
age. She signed wonderingly, and the 
man delivered an oblong box. On it 
was i tag with the address, “Mrs. 
Daniel Dolittle, Birkville. This Side 
Up With Care. Glass.” Mrs. Dolittle 
unhooked the lid and opened it. 

“Mother of heaven!” she exclaimed 
and forthwith fainted. 

It happened that it was noon, and 
Dan was momentarily expected home 
from his work. How long it was after 
the receipt of the package before he 
arrived cannot be known, but it was 
probably very soon. There in the hall 
was his wife lying on the floor uncon¬ 
scious beside the identical chest in 
which he had placed her child before 
sending it homeward, and in it was 
that child, looking as ruddy as an 
autumn apple, pulling away on a 
bottle. 

If Dan hadn’t been a man he prob¬ 
ably would have fainted, too. As it 
was, he rushed for water, sprinkled it 
in his wife’s face and brought her to. 
By this time her senses were ready to 
receive the impression that her child 
was alive and well. She snatched it 
from its traveling crib and hugged it 
to her breast, covering it with kisses. 
Then she cried a little and laughed a 
little, never for a moment wondering 
how her child could come back to her 
in this strange manner. But Dan, 
spying a note in the chest, opened it 
and read it. It explained matters. 

A short distance below the scene of 
the accident lived an ignorant, stupid 


! German couple. Neither of them 
heard of the bridge breaking down, 
and if they had they would not have 
connected it with what followed. The 
German was crossing the river in his 
punt when he saw a floating box. 
The water was smooth, and the box 
sailed along right side up. The man 
took it in, pulled out the hook, raised 
the lid and saw a baby. It was un¬ 
conscious, and he supposed it dead. 
Taking it to his hut on the bank, his 
wife gave it some warm milk, and it 
revived. The woman, who was child¬ 
less, believed the Lord had sent her 
the baby and would not give it up. 
.She kept it a month, when her hus¬ 
band, discovering that it was costing 
him a good deal of milk and fearing 
they might get into trouble if they 
kept it, prevailed upon her to send it 
on according to the address on the tag. 
So he took it to an express office, 
where the clerk, after pondering a 
while whether to accept such fragile 
freight, concluded to pass it on, especi¬ 
ally as it would be delivered within a 
couple of hours. It is probable that at 
the time of the accident the lid closed, 
the hook slipped into the staple, the 
box was thrown into the river and 
floated to the German. 

SOME NEWS ABOUT 
BAY SHORE CUT-OFF 

With the completion of the Bay 
Shore Cut-ofT now almost in sight and 
being held back only by the delay in 
the arrival of a few big pieces of struc¬ 
tural bridge steel, Southern Pacific 
officials are looking forward im¬ 
patiently and expectantly to the final 
consummation of a cherished dream 
begun at least nineteen years ago, says 
the Chronicle. 

Years ago the company, way back 
in the early days of Collis P. Hunting¬ 
ton’s leadership, began the secret ac¬ 
quisition of the necessary land that 
some day would give it a continuous 
short cut from Third and Townsend 
streets straight across and under the 
hills to San Bruno. 

The present Valencia street route is 
14.7 miles over a 2% per cent grade. 
The cut-off is almost a bee-line 10.1 
miles and at a grade of only 0.4 of 1 
per cent. But those ten miles are 
wrinkled with five big ridges through 
which the cut-off has been bored. The 
first tunnel southward from the 
Townsend street station is 1817 feet 
long and it is nearly opposite the 
Union Iron Works; the second, about 
opposite the sugar refineries, is 1086 
feet; the third, boring right under the 
big hill where the Catholic Orphanage 
stands, is 2864 feet; the fourth, out 
near Visitacion Valley, is 8547 feet; 
and the last, out toward South San 
Francisco, is 1184 feet. The total 
length of these five tunnels is 9948 feet, 
or nearly two miles. This means that 
in the ten miles of the cut-off almost 
one-fifth of the distance will be under¬ 
ground. All these tunnels are mass¬ 
ively lined with concrete. 

At Visitacion Valley, which is about 
six miles to the southward from the 
Townsend street station, a great work 
is being done in the reclamation of 
tidelands and the preparation of the 
shoreward ground for the great repair 
shops that are to be part of the plan of 
the great freight yards. It is estimat¬ 
ed that 500 men will be required there 
for the repair and care of locomotives 
alone. How many workmen will be 
needed for the other departments the 
officials do not pretend to say yet. 
But there will be a big force there and 
a payroll close to $250,000 a month. 

The Kentucky street trolley line 
runs directly to Visitacion Valley.

Section a. All conduits that are built be¬ 
neath the surface shall be of such material 
or dimensions as the grantee or ills assigns 
shall determine, and shall be laid at least 
twenty (20) inches below tiie surface of said 
county roads, streets and highways, under 
the supervision of the supervisor of the First 
Township of San Mateo County, California.

THE BAY SHORE CIRCLE ROUTE. 


Plans for a Beautiful Scenic Electric 
System to Reach South City. 

The Bay Shore Real Estate Company 
is working on plans to promote the 

construction of the Bay Shore Electric 
Railroad, which will connect with the 
United Railroads in the Bay Shore 
District and run to South City, where 
it wU'join the line of the South San 
Francisco Electric Railroad Company. 

Photographs of the Day Shore and 
San Bruno MountainiTare being taken, 
maps are being made and all necessary 
data is being prepared to show the 
advantages and attractions of the 
o ute selected, and when completed 
they will be submitted to Los Angeles 
capitalists who are becoming interested 
in the building of the electric lines in 
the vicinity of San Francisco. 

In an interview with an Enterprise 
reporter G. W. Owen, the Secretary of 
the company, said: “This road when 
completed will open up a route for 
tourists that will be the most unique 
and interesting of its kind in the bay 
counties. 

“Sightseers can get on the cars at the 
ferry and go by the way of Broadway, 
Kearney and Third streets, past the 
passenger station of the Southern 
Pacific Company, through the great 
yards of the Santa Fe and Southern 
Pacific, past the Union Iron Works^ 
the Western Sugar Refinery, the docks 
and wharves of the City and the yards 
of the Western Pacific, which will 
soon be building at Islais Creek, out 
Kentucky Street, through the Silver 
Terrace and Bay View Tracts, along 
Railroad Avenue to San Bruno Avenue 
and past the yards of the Southern 
Pacific Company, in the Bay Shore 
District. 

“From this point the road will follow 
the surf line of the bay along what 
will be known as Bay Shore Boulevard 
to South City and from there to the 
cemeteries and down Mission Street to 
the starting at the Ferry Building. 

“When completed it will be known 
as the Bay Shore Circle Route and its 
possibilities for pleasure and profit are 
unlimited. It will open for settlement 
the Gaudeloupe Valley and the San 
Bruno Range and the great four 
thousand acre Crocker Estate, which 
contains some of the most beautiful 
sites in California. 

“It will soon make South City and 
the Bay Shore District one continues 
town and will show the beauties and 
attractions of this part of San Francisco 
and San Mateo Counties to thousands 
of people who do not now know that 
such pleasures are on the way.

Rutherford, were in readiness to meet 
the Board of Education on the building 
site at Thirty-third Avenue, South, 
and J Street last Wednesday, but they 
failed to materialize. The district is 
more in need of a public school than 
any other district within the city lim¬ 
its. The nearest school is about l]/ 2 
miles away. The population of this 
district has tripled during the last two 
years and this demands the establish¬ 
ment of a public school here. The 
Bay Park, Bay View Addition and j 
Paul Tract Improvement Club 
asked for $8000 in the “Budget” for; 
school purposes, which is a very small 
amount. Why not urge an appropri- ! 
ation of $24,000? 


ing, sewers and other improvements 
and expenditures in rehabilitating our 
city, the following urgent claims: 

At the place familiarly known as 
“no man’s land,” formerly marked on 
the maps of the city as Serpentine 
Avenue, where Twenty-sixth Street 
comes to a sudden end, and Hamp¬ 
shire Street disappears in name, there 
is a condition of things that is a dis¬ 
grace to a civilized city. There are 
open, uncovered wells filled with sew¬ 
age, which has no outlet elsewhere, 
and is a menace to the life and health 
of a growing manufacturing section of 
our city, and demands immediate cor¬ 
rection. 

We therefore earnestly urge that the 
remaining land required to complete 
Hampshire Street be purchased; that a 
sewer be laid on Hampshire Street to 
connect with the present sewer at the 
place where iWempties openly at the 
intersection of what should be called 
Hampshire and Twenty-sixth Streets, 
and that the open sewer which runs 
over this land, threatening the health 
of all, be closed. 

Chief Engineer Woodward has 
recommended that the land be pur¬ 
chased and the work above outlined 
be performed. 

We further urge the completion of! 
the Kansas Street sewer at its mouth, j 
and under the Ocean Shore property to i 
Islais Creek, for which Engineer 
Woodward recommends that $25,000 
be appropriated, to complete it this j 
year before the rainy season sets in. 
A temporary trench was built last 
year to relieve the district from what 
would have been a fearful condition, 
fraught alike with terror to the life 
and safety of those who live and do 
business there, and the promise was 
made then that the sewer would be 
completed this year. 

We also urge the expenditure of 
$25,000 to pave San Bruno Avenue. It 
is from Army Street to the county 
road, and it is the city’s duty to pave 
it. Unless a good road is made it is 
money thrown away to attempt to 
patch up a thoroughfare which thous¬ 
ands of teams pass over and which re¬ 
quires a thoroughly substantial road¬ 
way to support the traffic that must 
go over it. This has also iieen recom¬ 
mended by Engineer Woodward. 

On the following blocks the city 
owns the property on one side of the 
street and we earnestly urge that an 
appropriation be made to cover the 
expense required for our municipality’s 
share of the work of paving to lie done: 


cently erected by the Pacific Gas & 
Electric Corporation, which is becom¬ 
ing one of the leading districts of San 
Francisco, the improvements they are 
asking to accommodate the population 
now rapidly flocking to that vicinity. 

First—To provide electric lights on 
the northwest corner of the following: 
Mill Street and Harkness Avenue; Ar¬ 
ietta and Alpha Avenues; Beta Street 
and Leland Avenue; Beta Street and 
Tucker Avenue; on the northeast cor¬ 
ner of Teddy Avenue and Delta Street; 
on the southeast corner of Britton 
Street and Leland Avenue. 

Second—To establish a sewer district 
and construct a sewer system in that 
part of the City and County of San 
Francisco known as the Reiss Tract. 

Third—To grade, curb and oil the 
following: Leland Avenue to Fay 
Street; Raymond Avenue to Delta 
Avenue; Alpha Street to Teddy Ave¬ 
nue; Beta Street from Leland Avenue 
to Campbell Avenue. 

fourth—To straighten, widen, grade, 
curb and oil San Bruno Avenue from 
the junction of Sail Bruno and Railroad 
Avenues to the city and county line. 

And we further earnestly petition 
that something be provided to rectify 
the unsanitary condition of the sewer 
on Taylor Street near the beach, for 
which the residents have again and 
again addressed the Board of Health 
and the Board of Public Works so far 
in vain. The Chief Engineer recom¬ 
mends $2500 for temporary relief. An 
epidemic is imminent among the resi¬ 
dents and merchants in this district. 
For six weeks it has been worse than 
any other portion of the city ever was. 

\\ e also urge that the Mission sewer 
be constructed and that this include 
the sewerage of Sixteenth Street to 
Illinois and the waters of the bay, and 
the rectifying of the fearful condition 
of affairs at Kansas and Eighth Streets, 
that led last Winter to the loss of two 
lives; and, with this, provision should 
also be made to take care of the sewer 
needed at Seventeenth Street, which 
at Missouri Street last winter made 
the street impassable to teams. 

When it is remembered that the dis¬ 
trict embraced in the Mission sewer 
will benefit one-third of the population 
of San Francisco, it does seem worthy 
of your most serious consideration, and 
demands immediate provision against 
the coming winter. Chief Engineer 
Woodward has recommended that this 
work also be done. 

On Tennessee and 
Streets we request that 


as there is over this particular block, 
as it is the outlet from that section, 
Army Street even now being impassa¬ 
ble with a heavy load. One firm, 
Newell & llro., handle 600 tons per 
month, coming and going out. We 
ask the Board to grant relief to this 
block. 


Dredgimg Channel Street From Third 
to Sixth. 

Owing to one of the dredgers, used 
in the work on Channel Street, from 
Third to Sixth Streets, being laid up 
for repairs, and so much other work 
being done along the wharves, the 
dredging on Channel Street has been 
temporarily suspended. The engineer 
of the Harbor Commission states that 
the work will lie resumed as early as 
possible, and he expects within two 
months the work will lie completed. 


Break in Sewer on Mariposa and In¬ 
diana Streets. 

A bad break in the sewer on Mari¬ 
posa Street, at the corner of Indiana, 
has taken place and is flowing over 
the street as far as Kentucky. The 
Board of Public Works promptly re¬ 
sponded to our call for assistance and 
workmen are engaged in repairing the 
damage.

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CALIFORNIA STATE 
UNIVERSITY TETTER 


Discovery of Benitoite, a New Cali¬ 
fornia Gem Mineral. 

Berkeley, August 8— For some 
years California has enjoyed an envia¬ 
ble reputation as a land of beautiful 
minerals. She has now added another 
jewel to her crown. 

A new gem of great beauty was 
recently discovered in the southern 
part of tne Mount Diablo range near 
the San Benito-Fresno County line, 
by two prospectors. The stone was 
offered to Shreve and Company in San 
Francisco as sapphire. Cursory ex¬ 
amination, however, revealed the fact 
that the mineral did not possess the 
usual qualities of sapphire, and it was 
therefore referred to the geological 
department at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia. Conclusions based on a scien¬ 
tific examination appear in a bulletin 
(No. 6 Vol. V in the Geological Series) 
published to-day by Professor George 
D. Louderback. The new gem is one 
of great beauty; it is clear, transparent 
stone of an attractive blue color, that 
in the deeper color portion shows a 
distinct violet tint. Compared with 
the long known standard blue gem, 
the sapphire, it may be said that it 
rivals the latter in color and excels it 
in brilliancy, though it is not so hard. 
It is, however, harder than the opal 
and the moon stone and about equal 
to the chrysolite. The color, which is 
its most attractive property, appears 
to be quite stable. The stone may be 
heated to a bright red and maintained 
at that temperature for five minutes, 
but on cooling down the color will 
appear absolutely unaffected. The 
mineral does not suffer by contact 
with any of the ordinary acids, and 
will remain uninjured after being 
washed with the cleansing agencies 
likely to be used on precious stones. 

It is a fact worthy of note that while 
other gem minerals for which this 
State is famous are all varieties, though 
sometimes more beautiful varieties, of 
minerals known elsewhere, this stone 
has the distinction of being an entirely 
new mineral, demanding therefore a 
new name. It has been christened 
Benitoite by virtue of the fact that it 
was discovered in San Benito County, 
near the headwaters of the San Benito 
Creek. Chemically it is a titano- 
silicate of barium, a new type of com¬ 
bination of chemical and mineralogical 
interests. 

Another new mineral has been dis¬ 
covered in association with Benitoite. 
It is of a black or brownish black 
color, becoming deep red in thin slices. 
The name Carlosite, after San Carlos 
Peak, has been given to this stone. 
Its composition has not as yet been 
accurately determined. The light of 
urther investigation is now being shed 
upon both minerals and they will be 
issued in the near future from the 
University Press. 

Volume on Superstition and Education 

Superstition and Education is the 
title of a most interesting volume of 
1235 pages issued to-day from the 
University of California press. The 
author is Professor Fletcher Bascom 
Dresslar of the department of educa¬ 
tion. The importance and value of a 
.study of this character will be clear 
when one reflects how large a number 
of even the educated classes cannot de¬ 
clare themselves out of the bonds of 
superstitious faith and belief. Owen 
Wister put it humorously but effect¬ 
ively in “The Virginian” when he 
said “I expect in many growed-up 
men you’d call sensible there’s a little 
boy sleepin’—the little kid that ouced 
was—that still keeps liis fear of the 
dark.” The conclusions reached in 
the volume are based upon a classified 
list of superstitions prepared in the 
following manner. The work began 
some ten years ago, and was carried on 
chiefly, if not altogether, among the 
young people in the State Normal 
Schools at Los Angeles and Chico. 
Blank slips of paper were handed to 
thestudentsin the classroom, and they 
were asked to write out with care all 
the superstitions they knew, relying 
each upon his or her own memory. 

[following the statement of the 
superstition the author was instructed 
to indicate one of three things: No be¬ 
lief, partial belief, or full belief. In 
this way specimens were gathered 
from 875 students. The list used by 
the writer in his pamphlet was com¬ 
piled on the basis of this large collec¬ 
tion of specimens. They have been 


grouped under general headings deter¬ 
mined by the nature of the data which 
the superstitions themselves claim to 
intepret. For example, the first group 
has to do with su]>erstitiohs regarding j 
salt; the second regarding bread and 
butter; the third tea and coffee; the! 
fourth plants and fruit; the fifth fire; 
the sixth lightning, and so on indefi¬ 
nitely, some of the remaining groups 
being the rainbow, the moon, stars, 
birds, owls, peacocks, chickens, cats, 
dogs, frogs and toads, fish, spiders, 
snakes, mirrors, spoons, brooms, horse¬ 
shoes, numbers, singing, crying, step¬ 
ping on cracks, sneezing, precious 
stones, wishbones, death and funerals, 
dreams and weddings. In each group 
the specimens are so arranged as to 
bring together those most alike, al¬ 
ways giving precedence to the general 
or generic, the list gradually approach¬ 
ing the specific. 

Superstition and Education. 

The concluding chapter deals direct¬ 
ly with the bearing of superstition on 
education and educational methods; 
and in this chapter the author draws 
conclusions which will unquestionably 
be of value to teachers who must of 
necessity face the problems presented 
by an unexpected prevalence of super¬ 
stitious belief on the part of pupils. 
Among these conclusions the follow¬ 
ing may be indicated briefly: First, 
the popular notion of what constitutes 
scientific evidence is sadly in error— 
great masses of the people have only a 
vague conception of what is meant by 
proof. It is observed secondly that we 
carry about with us mental remnants, 
the result of evolution from a type of 
mentality far below the present stand¬ 
ard, these remnants being not only 
useless, but sources of positive weak¬ 
ness and danger. In the third place, 
we must not exj)ect the education of a 
few generations to eradicate the habits 
and methods acquired during the un¬ 
numbered ages of barbarism. No sys¬ 
tem of education can be devised that 
will reconstruct humanity in a decade 
or even a century. Fourth, we must 
endeavor so to shai>e our mental life 
that our feelings and emotions, like 
our powers of observation and reason, 
will prompt us to worthy and useful 
behavior. 

Bones and Their Places. 

It was a colloquy at a north side 
butcher’s shop. “Oh,” said the little 
woman, “that’s an awful big bone in 
that small steak. I don’t like to have 
to pay for all bone.” 

“Yes’m,” said the butcher politely, 
but with a touch of irony in his an¬ 
swer, “that do seem to be a good deal 
of bone, but the animals what’s coinin’ 
to this market now seems to have 
more or less bone in ’em. And really 
its animals is built now I don’t see 
how they can get along without 
bones.” 

“That may all be true,” said the 
little woman, and there was a wicked 
twinkle in her eye, “but this morning 
I found a good-sized bone in the sau¬ 
sage, and I leave it to you, honest 
now, don’t you think that is going a 
little too far?” 

And the butcher could not say a 
word in reply.—Indianapolis News.
